The ecssays treat of
various subjects, and ns we are assured there ia
*'no new thing under the sun,” the \opics se-
lected are all freated of in the most original style,
in order to make the best out of old subjects.

*“Woman i White,” wonld have attraclted but
little attention, ns 1t is rather & promise of some-
thing better than the article itself; yet, coming
48 it does from 8 man whose reputation is esta-
blished, it i# intervsting because of the progress

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CHINESE CUSTOMS.

The Food of the Ohimese—Small Feet in
Woemen,

The following are extracts from Rey, My, Doo-
little's work on China, just published by the
Harpers,

.Y poop. -

The Chinese st Fuhchau live principally on
rice, b, and vegetabies, They never uso bread
at thelr moals ;;Jeoph do in Westorn lands-
Wheat flour 13 for making varions kinds of
luncheon and cukes. The most common moals
are pork, the flesh of the mountein goat, and the
flesh of the domestionted baffalo or WAler-ox,
and the cow, ducks, geese, chickens, and fish
from salt water snd tresh water, There Is never
any veul or mutton in the market,

I'hey never salt down beel or pork. Fuhchan
bacon and hams are eclebrated in Eastern and
Southern Asia, 1% 1s considered & hardship and
s mark of excessive poverty to eal potatoes,
except mem jluncbcop. lmmense quaniities of
the gweet polatocs are grated iuto coaree nll‘[:u
snd dried In the sun, for use as food among the
poor in omse rice cannot be procured. This
dried tato 18 cnlled potato-rice. Oysters
abound in the wioter, dnd are very cheap, the
usunl price of clear oysters being bekween five
and six conis per pound. Shrimps, crabs, and
elaws are plentiful, Little ‘'wild game can be
obtained at any seacon ol the year, In the
winter, phiensauis, 10 small numbers, are brought
from the eountry o sell, having been shot or
entrapped upon the hills,

The Chinese rt their meals usually have
geveral small disher, tish, eto,, prepared, besides
o large quantity ol ooiled or steamed rice ln a
vessel by iteell, Iych peison helps himeelf to
the rice, putting rome, by means of & ladle or
large spoon, inw o bowl. The bowl, held in the
loit hand, is broveht nenr the chin, whenee, by
the use o1 u palr ol chop-sticks, taken between
the thumb and ror: and middle fingers, the rice
in shovelled or pushed luto the mouth mrom time
to time, When ver any vegetable or fish, ete,,
I8 desired, o morac! {8 taken, by a dexterous usa
of the chop-sticke, ‘rom the common dish which
ocontaing the articie, aud conveyed to the mouth.
The chop-sticks are not usad separately, one in
e¢ach hand, as many suppose, Au earthen apoon
is sometimes used to dip out the gravy or liquor
from the dish ol vegetables or fish, but knives
and forks are never used st meal time,

The common beverage of the Uhinese is a
weak decoction of biack tea, According to
common fame, they mever use green temn, Ab
Fubehan, the use ol eold water us adrink is re-
garded by the natives us decldealy unhealthy,
and most wonld pr fer to tairst tor s long Lime
rather than drink it, though they might venture
to ringe their mourth or wet their lips with
water. A drink of hot or warm water would be
greatly preferred to a drink of cold water, The
poorest of the poor must have their tea, regard-
g it not o much « luxury as  necessity, They
pever usé milk or sugar, but siways take it
clear, and. if convenient, as hot a¢ thev ocan
drink it. They prepare it, not by steeping, but
by pouring boiling water, or water which has
boiled, upon toe tes, lotting it stand o few
minuies, usually covered over, It is considereid
essential, on receiving 8 call from o friend or
stranger, to offer Zim some hot ten as soon after
he emters as possible, and usunally he 15 also
invited 1o smoke u whiff ol tobacco, Unlese the
tea shonld be forithcoming, the host would be
regarded us destitula of good manners, and un-
accustomed to the usages of polite sociely,

fMALL FEET,

The feel of girls, usually, when about five or
alx years of age, nre compressed by bandaging,
to prevent thelr further growth, and to rednce
them to the form nud appearance so wueh ad-
mired by the rich and literary people of China.
For this purpose rhe foot is exiended at the
ankle, the flesby part of the heel is pressed
downwards and torwards, snd the entire foot is
carefully wound wi'h a loug baudage from the
sokle to the extrcmity of the toes and back
agnin, It will be readily understood that this
process cheeks the circulstion of the blood, and

retards orentirely prevents the further growih
ol the foot.

The smaller toes “are naturally, or
rather unanturally crowded together, and s2ome-
what bent under the foot. The foot is prevented
{rom spreading out n8 when the weight of the
body is thrown uvon it in 4 slate of freedom,
It becomes very narrow and tapering to & point
at the end of the great toe. The instep becomes
unnaturally prominent, and the os oaicis, or
bone which forms tha bottom and posterior part
of the heel, is gomewhat turned downward. The
fool, thus compressed, {8 placed in a short, nar.
row ghoe, tapering to a polnt; and sometimes &
block of wood I8 used, so supporting the heel
that the body seems to stand on tiptoe, the hesl
belng irom one to two inches higher than the
toes, The heel alzo extends backwards and up-
wards beyond the heel of the shoe, so that a foot
really four or five inclics long will stand easily
in and upon @ sloe ounlythree or three and &
half foches in length, he ankle remaining
nearly of the natiiral size, und the mstep being
very prominent, the organs of locomotion pre-
rent to Weztern obrervers a very uncouth sp-
pearance.

Usually it requires two or three years, if pro-
erly aitended to, ror the feet to be eramped
uto the gentesl shape. There i8 no fron or

wooden thoe used ior compressing the feet, not-
withstanding the contrary opinion whioh is en-
ter'nined more or lass in Western lands. The
instruments employed are sisips of cloth like
narrow bandages, The toot ‘gndunlly shrinks
and shiivels up. When the bandages are re-
moved for the sake of washing tae foot or of
bandaging tighter, the small toes, after months
or years of compression, are unable 10 resume
their natoral appearance and position, bul re-
wmain crhkmped up and almest without sensation.

When the process 18 begun at the Smper e,
and the bandaging is properly attended to, the
heel sonietimes cowes down o the und, or
ruther to the level of the end of the large toe.
The heel seams undsr the process of bandaging
to elongate; but when the foot is large, ‘and
almost 1ull grown before the compressing of it
begins, the heel otientimes cannot be bronght
down 10 & level witl: the end of the tos, Then a
block is put 1u the shoe under the heel, so that
the bottom of Lbe Llock and the end of the too
shall be nearly on the same lavel when the in-
dividual is standiogy, Really she walks on her
tptoes and heels, he apkle or instep bulges
outward in front,

The genteel shoo for the bandaged toot is abont
three inches on the role. Bomehimes the shoes
are even shorter thun three English inches, The
toea and the heals ire thrust &8 mucn us possible
into the shoe, and the shoe is then fastened upon
the rest of the foot, leaving the bottom portion
of the shoe visible, The upper part of the foot
is always mwch lurzer than the shoe, and being
bandaged nbont with cloth, the whole hag the
appearance of s clubtoot, *The toes and the
part of tae foot n the shoe have more or less
eloth, or surips of cloth, wrapped around them.
It s munifest thet no stockiogs can be worn by
the ladies who sport such small feet as have
been described. |

The operation of bandaging is necessarily very
ainful. The flezh or skin ofton breaks or cracks
n consequence of binding the toes nnderneatn,
Onless proper care Is taken, sores are formed o

the foutpwhlch It s diffioulr 1o heal, because iy
desirabl e that the purta whould be constantly and
tightly bandaged. [f undue hasie is endenvored
1o be made b h;nuuinf more Lightly than i
proper, in order to bave the fuot quickly to be-
come small, the paln becomes proportionabl
ater, If the girl s tweélve or Bfteen yaars ol
mon bandaging her feet Is atlempted, it is
found very ditficnit to ewuse them to assume the
required shape, and efforts to do &0 are sccom-
jed with excecsive pain,  The bones have by
is time become h y and almost as ]
they ever would egrow, Usually, however,
ense of girls of advanced age, the toes are

this place, Buage selord, who are males, some-
times have their feet bandaged when they repre-
sent lemales,

In co uence of thus wearing shoes into
whioh the tods are thrust, this class of temales
are apparently very tall, As hasbosn expluined,
they walk and stand, to a grent extent, on their |
tiptoes, and this fact makes them look tallar
than they would otherwlse look, The small-
footed clase eannot walk firmly., Tholr gait s
mipeing and tm{eﬂn& their ateps being short
and taken quick ‘y "hey are geldom seem to
atride nlong. While thay are often quite strong
gbplully. they are generally unabio to cmry

eavy leads, and to manage thomselvea with
ense and adroitness while periorming labor
which requires moving from place to place,
Coarre, heavy work in households, when the
women have small ieet, {s usually gnrrcrued by
males, or by female servants who bave large or
natarnl fee

Ermall feet ara o mark, not of wealth, for the

oorest familles sometimes have Lheir daughters’
eol bandaged—It is rather an index of gentility,
It is the fashionable ferm. Bmall teet, ns the
appear Landaged, are considered by most of the
Chinese “'beautiful,” The worda 'ffoorl looking”
are very frequently heard, ns indicacive of toe
estimation in which they are hsld. It s but
just to some Chinese to say that they denounce
the custom, and view it as orippliog the ener-
gier of the female sex, and ss produciive of &

reat deal of suffering, and as éntirely usoloss.

t does no good, but rather produces evil, In
oase of cmergencies, as of fires and slckneas,
they whose feet are bandaged are almost hislp-
lees and weeless, Those who admit such to be
the real state of Lhe case in regard to the small-
footed women, after all feel obliged to conform,
in regard to their own daughters, to the usages
of Chinere society, if living in the cler, snd
copuected with literary families, As a general
rule, families whose girle have small feet marty
thelr eons into families of the same class,

In some purts of China all the females have
bandaged feel, but 1t is not thus here. There
Is alarge proportion of the inhabitants of the
country, also sbout slx or seven-tenths of the
{lopulalmn of the suburbs of this city, sccording
o the estimats of some, whose females have
feet of the natural size, Itis wiid that probavly
more than ninc-tenths of the females who are
brought up in the city have bandaged foet, It
is thought that, were it not for the poverty of
the people, all the females would in a genera-
tion or two have small feet, Necessity lays an
interdict om many families, obliging them to rear
their daughters with feet of) tne size and shape
which nature gave them, so that they cau Iabor
in the lields and carry heavy burdens, thas eara-
g & living, or, at least, cnntnbut{na Iargely
towards the maintenance of their families,

Many poor families preter to straggle along
for a precarious living, bringing up their daugh-
ters with small feet rather than allow them to
grow as large as they would grow, and oblige
them to carry burdens snd do heavy work in
order to obtain & more competent support. As
has been sald, small feet are not an index of
wenlth, but of fmmlity. Families whose daugh-
ters havo small feet are evabled to marry them
into more respeciabls and moro literary fami-
lies than thongh their feet were ol the nataral
size, Conoubines or inferior wiyves, hired ser-
vauts and female slaves, generally have large
feet. In the city and suburbs there is & strong
tendency to change from the larger-footed into
the smaller-footed class. Few or none change
from the latter into the former class of society,
it l.\vlnf in the cité.

In this part of Cnina, field-women, those who
labor in rice-tields, and engage in the ordinary
ocoupations of the farm, have large feet. In
tome ol the northern gortlonn of the empire this
class of lemales have bandaged feet, Those who
bear burdens in the streets, or come from the
country with leads of produce for sale, have
large feet. Foreiga visitors to this port from the
other consular ports are usually immedistely
struck with the singular appearance of the large-
footed women as they ;t:) about the strects with
their bare feet, and with their pantaloons comin
but little below their knees—in acg, art,entuckeﬁ
up 8o as to e above their knees, as though
they were alrald of soiling them. Notonly is
the appearance of the large-fodted women very
different from those of the small-footed class
a8 regarde their feet anfl the absence of clothing
on the lower purt of their limbs, but their head -
ornsments, and the color and lashlon of their
garments, are very different, and attract uni-
veraal attention, ehowing that there are two dis-
tinct classes of lemales here, and that the
fashions which they follow ditfer widely from
each other in more respects than the having of
bandaged feet, or the having of natural teet,

The lnws of the empire are sileat on the sub-
ject of bandaging the feet of temale children,
Banduging the feet is simply a custom; but it is
a custom of prodigious power and populamty, as
may be ensily inferred from what has been said
above—u custom us imperious as was the custom
of tight lacing by some Indies in some countries
at the West, and perbaps not mcre ridiculous or
unnatural, and much less destructive of health
and life. While foreign ladies wonder why Chi-
vese ladies should compress the feel of their
female clildren so unnaturally, and perhaps pity
them for ‘bviuﬁ;lumt-’u of such a eruel and use-
less fashion, the latter wonder why the former
should wear their dresses in the present ex-
panded style, and are able to solve the problem
of the means used to attain such a resnlt only b
snggesting that they wear chicken-coops benast
theor dresses, from the faneied resemblance of
erinoline skirts, of which they sometimes got a
igllmfm;e to a common instrument for imprison.
